Notwiths tanding  that  large  scale  and  approved  Schemes  for 
the  improvement  of  your  areas  sanitation  are  held'  over  for  the 
duration  of  the  war,  you  have  had  a  busy  year.-  Apart  frofri  routine 
sanitation,  extra  work  is  involved  in  A.R .P.Obliga  tion.  Billeting  of 
Evacuees,  Salvage,  The  British  Restaurant,  Central  Slaughtering, 

Rest  Centres  and  the  provision  of  additional  accommodation  at  the 
Isolation  hospital.  The  Hostel  at  Brompton  for  difficult  and  sick 
evacuee  children  has  proved  invaluable.  Scavenging  is  becoming 
increasingly  cosrly,  and  it  is  difficult  in  places  to  secure  suitable 
tenders.  The  Council  may  therefore  soon  have  to  consider  the 
undertaking  of  sys tema tip  ‘scavenging  for  the  whole  area  by  a  staff 
and  equipment  of  their  own .  ;  ■" 

During  the  year  free  immunisation  of  all  children  on  the 
school  registers  w as  comoletod,  together  with  a  number  of  children 
under  school  age.  An  outbreak  of  Diptheria  in  the  Autumn  however 
disclosed  that  the  immunity  attained  is  not  general.  u  By  means  of  a 
Shick  Test  it  is  possible  to  detect  those  who  remain  susceptible  and 
who  require  further  dosos  of  the  prophylactic.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  this  should  bo  undertaken  or,  that  under  the  circumstances,  a 
further  free  dose  of  the  prophylactic  be  offered  and  urged  for  all 
children  of  school  age  or  under  which  would  practically  ensure 
Insusceptibility  and  save  suffering  and  the  sorious  cost  of  hospital 
tr ea  tment •

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1941  was  87q  of 
those  39  wore  malos  and  48  females.  of  56  persons  who. died  aged  65 
A'nd  upwards  31  were  septuagenarians,  15  oc  tagenar ians  and  2 
nonagenarians.  Only  one  child,  a  prematurity,  died  under  one  year; 

One  death  was  due  to  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  to  tubercular 
meningitis;  one  to  Diptheria,  one  to  Cor obro-Spina 1  Fever,  3  to 
Pneumonia;  6  to  Cancer  and  5  to  a  ccidontal  violcnco.  In  32  cases 
heart  appears  as  one  of  the  causes.  The  average  ago  at  death  was 
64.41.  Owing  to  the  presonco  of  ovacuoos  and  refugees.?  and  the 
absence  of  men  and  women  on  various  sorvicos  connected  with  the  war 
a  reliable-  os  tima  te  of  the  population  during  1941  cannot  bo  drawn. 

On  the  estimated  pre-war  popula  tiori  your  Death  Rato  was  10.82  per 
thousand.  Your  Birth  Rate  12.93  and  your  infant  mortality  practically 
nil  -  only  one  dca  til  under  one  year  (and  that  of  a  prematurity  4 
days  old)  was  registered.  Only  one  birth  was  registered  as 
illogi tima te . 

*  PREPARATION  OF  FOOD  . 

Thoro  is  only  one  bakery  within  your  area,  at  Brompton, 
satisfactory.  Butchers’  shops  and  butchers’  covered  motor  vans  are1 
visited  from  time  to  time  and  found  satisfactory;  moat  in  transit 
is  protected  against  dust  and  flies  by  suitable  shooting.  Central¬ 
ised  slaughtering  of  animals  intonded  for  human  consumption  is  in 
operation  here  under  supervision  by  the  Aural  and  Urban  Sanitary 
inspectors.  It  is  found  nocossary  occasionally  to  condemn  joints 
or  carcases  as  unsound  -  thoso  are  disposod  of  otherwiso  than  for 
human  consumption.  Tho  use  of  privato  slaughter  houses  is  now 
forbidden. 

A,'  largo  volumn  of  milk -is  produced  within  your  area.  A 
considerable  quantity  goes  to  distribution  in  neighbouring  towns, 
while  tho  larger  portion  is  collected  for  tho  "Driod  Milk  Products” 
Factory  Dairy  at  »horo  it  is  pooled  together  with  milk  from 

over  1100  prod_uoers  outside  your  area-.  Tho  pooling  of  all  this  milk 
( flonw  xl  to  12  thousand  gallons  per  day  and  during  the  summer  months 
much  moro)  makes  it  impossible  to  identify  the  offending  producer 
in  ca  30  of  complaint  consequent  on  unsatisfactory  rosults  of  analysis.

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A  requirement  that  all  pooled  milk  bo  officiontly 
Pasteurised  would  appear  the  only  suggestion  one  can  make  in  this 
connection,  Further,  all  samples  taken  for  analysis  from  a 
distiibutor  should  be  taken  from  unbroken  bulk  -  this  would  save 
tiresome  correspondence.  Only. one  report  has  boon  received  of  T.B, 
having  beenfound  in  samples  takon  for  bacteriological  examination 
for  a  long  time  -  this  reflects  much  crodit  on  the  care  with  which  the 
Veterinary  Inspectors  carry  out  their  examination.  All  milking 
L  j-rds  in  this  neighbourhood  are  inspec  ted  twice  a  year  and  those 
supplying  milk  to  schools  every  throe  months. 

Thore  are  now  536  cowkeepers  on  your  register*  Of  these 
19  are  licensed  as  producers  of  Accredited  Milk,  4  aro  bottlers, 

4  aro  licensed  as  Tubercular  tested  and  ono  of  thoso  is  a  bottler. 

I  am  indebted  to  F.  Barraclough  Esq.,  for  the  following  information 
concerning  the  present  position  in  regard  to  available  milk 
supplies  for  childron  during  school  hours.: - 

”l  have  to  inform  you  that  of  the  sixtoon  schools  in  tho  Nor  tha  Her  tor 
"Rural  District,  twelve  have  the  liquid  milk  scheme  in  operation  and 
'  "ono  10  being  supplied  with  Horlicks.  A  milk  supplier  has  been 
"approved  for  another  school,  and  it  is  hoped  to  commence  delivery 
"as  soon  as  possiblo. 

"  In  the  case  of  necessitous  children,  2/3rds  of  a  pink  of  milk 
"are  supplied  free  each  day  (l/3rd  in  the  morning  and  l/3rd  in^  the 
afternoon)  and  childron..  who  pay  for  milk  receive  l/3rd  pint  daily 
"at  a  charge  of  -gd. 

"  In  tho  Nor  tha  Her  ton  Rura  1  Area,  for  the  month  of  January,  384 
"children  wero  paying  for  milk  and  26  children  wore  receiving  free 
"milk.  Tho  latter  figure  for  milk  will  be  considerably  increased 
"during  February  as  a  result  of  the  new  financial  survey  which  has 
"just  been  carried  out. 

"  Voluntary  Milk  Clubs  aro  run  entirely  by  Teachers,  and  the 
"payment  received  from  tho  children  is  paid  diroct  to  tho  supplier, 
"in  all  necessitous  cases  the  cost  of  tho  nilksuppliod  is  defrayed 
"by  the  Education  Committee w" 

Bofore  any  new  supplier  is  approvod,  the  dairy  is  inspected  and 
mothods  oxaminod  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Sanitary 
Inspector.  We  also  ascertain  tho  results  of  recent  Veterinary 
inspection  of  the  milking  herd.  Below  is  a  report  kindly

Prevalence  and  Control  of  infectious  Disceascs  other  than 

Tuberculosis . 


157  Notifications  wero  received,  half  of  ...them  .wo-re  -Measles , 
which  was  prevalent  throughout  the  area  during  the  summer  months. 

Many  cases  were  not  soon  by  doctors  and  wore  not  notified  except  as 
absentees  from  school.  Exc.ept  for  four  -soldiers,  i.  .so’la  ted  in 
hospital,  all  wero  troa tod  at  home.  Immediate  exclusion  from  school 
of  all  children  presenting  symptons  of  catarr  h  appeared  to  be 
holpful  in  checking  tho  outbreaks.  Of  79  other  notifications,  30 
were  Dipthoria,  17  Scarlet  Fever,  2  Typhoid,"  and  15  whooping  cough. 

A  spocial  report  on  th-o  outbroak  of  Dipthoria  was  submitted 
to  the  Council  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry.  •  Two  cases  of  Typhoid 
occurrod,  one  at  Romanby  and  onolat  Danby  W  isko;  no  local  cause 
accounting  for  thoso  cases  was  discoverable. 

Although  only  15  cases  of  whooping  cough  wore  notified  the 
ailment  was  very  prevalent  especially  in  tho  neighbourhood  of  Great 
Langton,  where  nearly  all  the  children  were  affoctod  and  tho  school 
was  closod.  Whonwho oping  cough  is  prevalent  wo  find  it  expedient 
to  exclude  overy  child  with  a  tiresomo  cough  till  ccrtifie-d  f.r.oo  from 
whooping  cough.  Two  hospital  cases  provod  fatal,  ono  of  Dipthoria 
and  one  of  Cerobro  Spinal  Fovor.  All  tho  usual  procautions  on  the 
occurence  of  infection  cases  aro  taken.  W  ith  ono  exception,  all 
the  Diptherias  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.

The  nuisance  arising  from  Romanby  Bock  was  primarily  due 
to  the  discharge  of  milk  effluent  from  the  Factory  Dairy;.  ..the  lactic 
acid  bacilli  having  killed  off  all  the  oxidising  bacteria  together 
with  the  willows  and  other  vegetation  with  the  result  that  the  filter 
beds  are  now  inert  and  sewage  was.  passing  to  the  Bock  quite 
un^nanged.  Pending  tho  installation  of  approved  disposal  works  wo 
are  treating  the  sowago  in  lagoons  with  chemical  prccipitants  and 
deodorants  with  pronounced  but  inadequate  amendment.  There  has  been 
loss  smoll  and  loss  unpleasant  deposit  on  the  banks  of  the  beck  and 
rushes.  Tho  coke  filters  used  by  the  dairy  arc  not  renewed 
sufficiently  often  to  have  much  effect.  In  a  few  days  tho  coke 
becomes  choked  with  colloidall  matter  and  ceases  to  act  as  a  filter. 


In  conclusion  I  beg  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  paticnc 
during  my  temporary  partial  disablement.  My  thanks  are  also  duo  to 
our  new  inspector  for  his  efficient  help  and  collaboration.  Special 
thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Easdalo  too;  his  local  knowledge  and  ever 
ready  help  during  the  interregnum  and  at  any  time  wore  much 
apprecia  ted .

The  prosont  report  deals  with  the  whole  of  the  post  year 
1941,  instoad  of  from  March  31st  of  the  previous  year  to  April  1st 
of  the  prosont.  During  1941,  120  new  cases  were  received  and  in 
addition,  on  January  1st  there  wore  12.  still  in  hospital  who  were 
received  during  1940.  Of  the  new  coses  33  were  Scarltt  Fever, 

61  Diptherias,  6  Cerobro  Spinal  Fever,  2  Typhoid  Fever,  4  Measles, 

7  Mupps  and  2  Chicken  Pox.  The  cases  of  measles,  mumps  and 
chicken  pox  were  all  soldiers;  the  necessity  of  accommodation  and 
adequate  isolation  for  these  lod  to  difficulty  and  during  the  year 

5  patients  had  to  be  transferred.  Some  of  the  cases  were  severe, 

4  proved  fatal,  2  from  Diptheria  and  2  from  Cerobro  Spinal  Fever, 

3  required  trachiotomy,  4  tonsilictomy  and  the  Ccrcbro  Spinal  Fevers 
repeated  spinal  puncturo. 

The  laundry  is  now  equipped  with  an  electric  washer  which  is 
proving  a  success.  Tho  Ess  a  Cooker  installed  the  year  before  is  much 
appreciated  and  saves  some  coal.  The  new  Wireless  Set  is  also 
appreciated.  The  Ambulance  purchased  from  Messrs  Naylors'  is  a 

groat  improvement  on  the  original  Vehicle  serving  the  hospital. 

8  extra  beds  in  the  converted  Emergency  Block  are  now  in  service.
